THE GUANACO. 


A PatnKonian Animal That Seekli It* 


Own Graveyard. 


It seems from the accounts given by 


Darwin and by W. H. Hudson that all 
the guauacos of the southern part of 
Patagonia must resort when the hour 
of death approaches to a certain spot 
In a certain river bed which has be- 
come a perfect mausoleum of their 
bones. 


Mr. Hudson notes that It Is only the 


guanaco of the southern extremity of 
the South American continent that has 
this habit, a habit restricted to de- 
scendants of forefathers who lived In 
on extremely rigorous climate. 
Mr. 


Uudsou conjectures that among these 
forefathers th? instinct grew up when 
the stress of hunger and cold was very 
dire of resorting to this sheltered place 
In the river bed, where they might find 
warmth In their own closely collected 
numbers and possibly food. 
By a 


continual survival of those which be- 
took themselves to this place of refuge 
thi: race instinct wo;:!;! !;o forme;! of 
resorting thither when they felt the 
tides of life running low. This feeling. 
Mr. Hudson argues, their descendants 
are likely to experience now at the ap- 
proach of the hour of death. 


But now it is no longer just a pass- 


ing spell of extreme cold that leads 
them thither. The death call has come, 
and they must lay their bones In the 
common mortuary. It Is not "in order 
to die" luat the guanaco seeks this 
place; it would be nearer the truth If 
we were to say it was "in order to 
live." 


But the most true account of all Is 


that It Is In mere obedience to the In- 
herited Instinct that the guanaco re- 
sorts to this refuge. 


Yet another Instance of this mysteri- 


ous guidance Is afforded by the habit 
of the rattlesnakes In the colder coun- 
tries to assemble together for hiberna- 
tion In caves. These snakes oa emerg- 
ing from the caves cover long distances 
In their wanderings, their young are 
generally born far away, and yet these 
yo:mg succeed In finding their way to 
the cuvci with the greatest certainty. 
—London Spectator.

of Cities. 


To all appearance problems of inter- 


nal government lu the United States 
are becoming largely questions of city 
government. According to a statement 
just given out by tbe Census Bureau, 
the present debt of cities of tbe United 
States containing over 8,000 iubabi- 
lants'was in excess of $1,600,000,000, or 
greater tbau tbat of tbe combined debt 
of tbe national and state governments 
aud of tbe counties, school districts aud 
other minor divisions. 
Tbe receipts 


and disbursements of those cities were 
greater than those of tbe United States 
government in 1902, though somewhat 
less than those ot the national govern- 
ment iu Us last fiscal year, while ex- 
ceeding tbe receipts aud disbursements 
of all state and local goverurniuts, ex- 
clusive of municipalities. A little less 
than a third of tbe people of the United 
Stales resided iu 1900 iu cities of 8,000 
inhabitants or over; iu a few decades 
the Census Bureau predicts those cities 
will contain more thau one-half of the 
people of the country,

Now (here has never been 
any danger of physical violeuce, aud 
the contingency of military interven- 
tion Is so remote thatjt is almost a pity 
Ihs phrase wan ever used al all. 


Asto'the treaty, there is no likeli- 


hood of such a document being sub- 
milted lo the Semite until the question 
of the Japanese, school children In San 
Francisco Is settled. What the people 
of the Pacific coast want is a Japanese 
treaty ou the same basis as lhat with 
China, to exclude Jupmese laborers. 
There is no likelihood lhal Japan would 
ever consent to such au agreement. 
Certainly it cannot be brought up until 
(he qnesiiun of school exclusion is set- 
tled, and after that is settled tn the sat- 
isfaction of the westerners, it is not 
likely lhal Jupin would consent lo an 
excluriou act, even if ilcuuie to entirely 
breaking off diplomatic relations. 


ferbaus the next matter of general 


interest is thai ot the inheritance tax. 
Representative Perkins of New York 
has already introduced a bill which he 
believes is aloug the line that Ihe Pres- 
ident inteude. Briefly it contemplates 
levying a tax, ranging from 75 cents 
ou 1100. up lo J5.00 on every tlOO on 
large legacies. 
The sliding scale is ar- 


ranged something In this way, where 
the legacy does uot exceed $25.000 and 
tbe beneficiary is a len|al ancestor, 
wife, brother or sister of the deceased, 
tbe lax is ouly 75 cents on a $100; where 
the beneficiary is a descendant of a 
brother or sister, Ibe tax is $150 on a 
J100; where tbe beneficiary is a brother 
or sister of the futhor or mother, or u 
descendant of a hrolhe, or sister the 
tax is $3.00 on a $100. As the relation- 
ship becomes more distant the tux in- 
creases up to $5.00 ou a $100, where Ihe 
rnouey Is left to a person who Is uot a 
blood relation. On bequests to relig- 
ious, literary, or charitanle organiza- 
tions. aud to educational Institutions, 
no taxes are levied unless the bequest 
is more than $10,000. There is au ad- 
ditioual provision for an increase in the 
tax up to sums In excess of 130,000,000, 
at this point tbe tax would amount to 
25 per cent, or | of the total bequests. 
In order ti> prevent undue hardship iu 
leuliziug ou estates where much money 
is needed to meet the lux, the bill pro- 
vides for deferred payment of taxes up 
to three years, the deferred payment 
drawing interest at 6 per cent. This, 
it will be seen, provides against sacri- 
ficing lauds or securities where a large 
estate has lo be settled. 


It Is uot known just what is going to 


be done with the elastic currency bill, 
in fact no such bill has yet heeu pre- 
sented; but it Is understood that the 
committee of Senator Aldricb is uow 
al w.ork on such a measure, aud it will 
be presented at an early day. 
Tbe bill 


is supposed to embody all the recom- 
mendations of tbe Currency Commis- 
sion, which recently met iu Washing- 
ton. Tbe measure stauds a lighting 
show for pamape, but the press of other 
business is rather agaiust II. 


There is an immense amount of in- 


terest In the alleged frauds connected 
with tbe coal lauds in Wyoming. Kef- 
ereuce has beeu made tu this matter 
before iu these letters, but the Wash- 
ington papers seem just to have awak- 
ened to tbe fact that such crookedness 
was iu existence, aud oue of tbe most 
contervauye sheets here came out this 
week with a loug statement to the ef- 
fect tbat tnousauds uf acres of land 
worth hundreds of thousands of dollars 
have beeu illegally secured by 
the 


Union Pacllic Railroad and kindred 
lines, aud tbat the facts bad beeu sup- 
pressed by tbe Interstate Commerce 
Commission aud the Interior Depart- 
ment- 


Aua matter of fact none of this infor- 


mation has ever ueeu withheld; it was 
all an open volume duriug the hearings 
of the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion recently in Kansas City, Omaha, 
Denver aud Salt Luke City. Much of 
the testimony wus suppressed but it 
was suppressed by almost every news- 
paper, which for some reasou or other 
was afraid to print it. The facts are 
being rapidly accumulated iu Wash- 
ington, and will doubtless lead to a 
searching investigation which will in- 
volve at least two United Suites Sena- 
tors and other agents of the govern- 
ment, aud will furnish more of a sen- 
sation than the trial of Hluger Herman 
and the late Senator Mitchell. 


A very interesting device was iu- 


stalled in the Capiiol this week by 
which It will be possible for a member 
to sit lu his Committee room aud bear 
by telephone all tbe proceedings ou the 
floor of the House or Senate. The new 
machine is merely au adaptation of 
the old microphone, which has beeu 
known to scientists for the past fifteen 
years, but Its practical application iu 
the Capitol Is a new development, aud 
If it Is permanently Installed may re- 
sult In Congressmen never having to 
go to tbe floor of the House or Senate 
but gleaning all their Impressions of 
tbe debates from microphone conversa- 
tions »nd a perusal of the Congression- 
al record.

How It I. Affected by Vibration on

"All hearts sound alike on these 


modern ships," said the surgeon of a 
transatlantic liner. "Although the hull 
of the average modern steamer Is big- 
ger and supposedly less subject to the 
violence of the sea, the machinery to 
drive the enlarged hulls has been In- 
creased in size. With the increase In 
the size of the engines there has fol- 
lowed greater vibration. 


"It is this vibration which makes it 


Impossible for us to read truly the 
action of the average human heart. I 
have tried repeatedly by all manner 
of means to overcome the influence of 
the vibration on the heart, but I find 
that by even swinging a patient in a 
hammock, where the shaking up is not 
greatly felt, the result of the heart 
rending is far from satisfactory. 


"The. first day at sea in this ship on 


her maiden voyage I had occasion to 
treat an Englishman who was en 
route to Canada on business. I was 
startled to hear his heart. Vet he had 
the finest kind of cardiac action, as I 
ascertained once the ship's machinery 
stopped. I have since found It to be 
an invariable rule that the engine's 
vibration makes it appear as though 
the heart of the average man was go- 
Ing to stop before I could get the 
stethoscope away from his breast. 


"Vibration does not hurt the heart 


any. Do not make the mistake of sup- 
posing that it does. It just sounds as 
though the end was positive, nnd, 
while the patient's heart is beating in 
regular form, the shaking of the ship 
deceives even the practiced ear."— 
Washington Post. 


The Snowdrop. 


In the northern United States the 


snowdrop is the only garden flower 
that we can count on year after year 
as the earliest sign of spring. Its pen- 
dulous white blossoms, with "heart 
shaped seal of green" sung by Rossettl, 
often appear before the last snow has 
gone. Luckily, even city families need 
not be without snowdrops, for they 
have been known to thrive In narrow 
passageways between tall houses.

tivated as an annual. 
To resurrect 


these dry halls It Is simply necessary 
to keep them standing In glasses of wa- 
ter. Immersed about halfway to the 
top of their branches. The expansion 
Is merely a mechanical, spougellke 
process. 


The botanical name of tbe rose of 


Jericho Is anastatlca, from nnastasls, 
resurrection. There are other speclijs 
of resurrection plants, but they are not 
so attractive ag their Dead sea relative, 
which, although It has very little 
beauty, has an honored place among 
flowers because of the many fancies 
and associations it calls up and Its pe- 
culiar development.—Exchange. 


PERE-LA-CHAISE. 


Famona Renting Plnce of th« Great 


Dead of France. 


In the center of the most populous 


end hardest working part of Paris lies 
Pere-la-Chalse. the city of the dead. 
All fetes of the faubourg beat against 
the walls of this spot, which has its 
own fete twice n yenr. Within less than 
a century this cemetery has become 
the abode of at least 800,000 dead. It 
formerly formed a part of the domains 
of the bishopric of Paris under, the 
name Champ Leveque. 
Under Louis 


XIV. it was known at Mont Louis. At 
last, May 21. 1804, the official opening 
of the new necropolis took place. 


The white mausoleums nmong the. 


green trees remind the visitor of an 
oriental city, hut it is estimated that in 
twenty years there will not be space 
enough for one lone dead man. A cal- 
culation has been mnde which would 
point to the fact that the sum of $80,- 
000.000 is' represented in these last 
sleeping places of man. Even though 
the French may not always be grateful 
during the life of their illustrious chil- 
dren, there is a mighty attempt after 
dontu to prove appreciation. Among 
tlie famous men who are today lying 
calm and beloved in Pere-la-Chaise are 
Rossini. Bclllul, Chopin, members of 
the famous Carnot family, Sloliere, La 
Fontaine. Dciiu.-roix and Balzac. 


TTore the tomb of Ueloise and Abe- 


lard Is visited continually by large num- 
bers of pilgrims, and there is never an 
end to tite seutiment around the Gothic 
monument rising from the bright hued 
geraniums and roses. Notwithstanding 
the iron railing, many n lover carries 
from the hallowed spot a petal blown 
across by the obliging breeze. 
Except 


for one section, where a considerable 
number of artists and authors, brothers 
in beauty and inspiration, are grouped, 
the tombs succeed each other without 
much order. There is a single monu- 
ment erected by the state to the sol- 
diers killed in the siege of Paris.
